the prayed for endowment, and the Bill ! 

11 bruu^hl in and lead a bnt time . on 
Ihe 4th, the Rill ii read a second time and 
committed ; on the Slh.lhe House again | 
resolvrs itself into Committee on the Rill, 
bat is counted out; on ihe I nth, lU 
Hoose g<ies into Committee a third lime, 
and being again counted out, the mea- 
inr* ts lust for the session. Nuw, between 
the first of theae dales and the last, there 
i» an interval of just thiily-four days. 
In a matter uf great public moment, no- 
thing short uf Halt emergency could jna 
tify legislation so precipitate ai this. 
Here wai a matter of the highest impor- 
tance, not alone lu our own coluny, but to 
all [he colon le* around us , tut we look in 
vain for the emergency which could hive 
justified the legislature in proceeding 
at ao unutna! a speed. The absence of a 
University boded no imminent daoger to 
the public , the public, on the contrary, 
could well iffurtl lo give the Legislature 
ample leisure foi settling a Unircnily 
upon round and abiding principles. Had 
Mr. Wimtwoitii succeeded incarrying hit 
Hill through its anal ilages within the 
period be c <nteinplateJ, he would have 
dune so wilhuul any declared concurrence 
uf public opinion, and, indeed, without 
lisving alluwed the public time lo/orm 
an opinion, much leu tu express one. 

Fur Lhn reason nc are nut sorry thai 
the measure standi over for more mature 
deliberation. Hume honorable meuibeis 
regretted Mils, un tbe ground that the 
delay would give rise to opposition. 
A nd what of that 1 If there be goud 
reason fur npponitinrt, uppoiition 
ought not to br Hilled; if there be nogood 
icaiuri, op|Mnition will only te-ive to 
strengthen the measure, and to accelerate 
ill ultimate success. Thla morbid .blink- 
ing from discumion dues not look well, 
and ill become^ those whose professed re- 
verence fur public opinion, is a funda- 
mental article uf then political creed. 

Another indiscretion committed by the 
framer of the Bill, wu the exclusion or 
clergymen from the inans,gemenl of the 
trntveraity Vr'e understand that for this 
sweeping provisu there exuu no precedent 
eiiher in monarchical Europe or in re- 
publican America. Certainly it it not 
countenanced by the iotlllutioo lo 
which Mr. Wk.TwoaiH is understood 
to look up aa a model. The University 
of London has on its Senate fur 
the present year three Right Reverend 
Prelate! of the Church of England, and 
two other clergy men . and of its examiners, 
one for the faculty of medicine, and four 
for the faculty of arts, have " Rrvetrnd" 
prerixr J to their names. If in an insti- 
tution to comprehensive as thii, which 
extendi her maternal wings ovti Indepen- 
dent, Bnpliil, Wesley an, and Komsn 
Catholic cullegialr establishments, as well 
aa over those belonging (o ihe national 
church, arei no reason lu repudiate Ihe 
eo-operatiou of learned and able men 
simply because they happen lo be clergy- 
men, ne are at 1 lost lu conceive why 
such co-operation ihuuld be deprecated 
by ii similar imlitution in Australia, 
Mr. Wen two st ii here ovuthol the mark 
he anurd at.
